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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

LOCATION. 

Paine  College  is  located  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  a  city  known 
throughout  the  United  States  as  one  of  unusual  healthfulness 
and  beauty.  Large  numbers  of  tourists  annually  spend  the 
entire  winter  here.  The  College  is  within  the  city  limits,  and 
of  ready  access  to  the  street  cars. 

GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

The  College  Campus,  comprising  17i  acres,  affords  ample 
room  for  all  student  activities.  On  the  east  portion  of  the 
campus  fronting  Fifteenth  Street  the  various  graduating  classes 
by  observing  Arbor  Day  have  given  to  the  College  a  well  ap- 
pointed park,  with  gracefully  curving  walks  and  trees  of  many 
different  species.  Facing  this  park  are  situated  Haygood 
Memorial  Hall,  Holsey  Hall,  the  President's  residence  and 
the  cottages. 

THE  SESSION. 

The  session  will  open  September  25,  1917,  and  close  June  6, 
1918.  All  students  should  be  present  punctually  at  the  opening 
of  the  session.  The  loss  of  a  few  lectures  or  recitations  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session  may  prove  to  be  a  serious  embarrass- 
ment to  subseciuent  progress. 

RELIGIOUS  ACTIVITIES. 

The  Religious  Activities  of  the  school  are  the  Vesper  Ser- 
vices, the  Sunday  School,  the  College  Prayer  Meeting,  Epworth 
League,  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  The  Young 
Women's   Christian  Association. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  Literary  Societies  are  given  prominence.  The  young- 
men's  society  holds  its  weekly  meeting  on  Saturday  evenings. 
It  is  conducted  according  to  parliamentary  rules,  and  questions 
of  present-day  interest  are  debated.  Much  interest  is  mani- 
fested in  the  meetings,  and  the  purpose  is  to  devlop  ability  in 
parliamentary  discussion.  Each  male  boarding  student  is  ex- 
pected to  hold  membership  in  the  society  and  pay  an  annual 
membership  fee  of  fifty  cents. 

The  young  women's  societies,  two  in  number,  have  a  similar 
aim  to  that  of  the  young  men,  and  are  subject  to  like  regulations. 
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ATHLETICS. 

The  institution  encourages  wholesome  athletics  for  young- 
men  and  women.  Among  the  features  given  prominence  are: 
foot  ball,  base  ball,  lawn  tennis,  basket  ball  and  croquet. 
These  are  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  Faculty 
and  a  director  of  games  and  play. 

EXPENSES. 

The  administration  has  placed  all  fees  at  a  figure  as  low  as 
good  government,  comfort  and  an  adequate  Faculty  will  permit. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  will  cover  all  the  necessary 
expenses  for  an  entire  school  year,  including  fees,  clothing, 
board,  and  books. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  all  students  on 
entrance.  A  tuition  fee  of  one  dollar  a  month  is  charged  all 
students  except  children  of  those  engaged  in  the  active  ministry 
of  the  C.  J\r.  E.  Church  or  their  widows  and  all  certified  students 
for  the  ministry.  The  board  is  $10.00  dollars  a  month;  for 
ministers,  eight  dollars.  This  is  an  increase  over  last  year,  but 
was  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Books  cost  from  five  to 
ten  dollars,  the  advanced  classes  using  the  more  expensive  books. 

Our  expenses  are  continuous,  and,  since  they  are  barely 
covered  by  the  charges,  we  earnestly  ask  our  partons  to  pay  in 
advance  and  at  no  time  to  allow  their  accounts  to  get  more  than 
a  month  in  arrears.  We  believe  this  to  be  easier  for  the  patrons, 
and  it  is  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  meet  our  bills  promptly 
and  give  our  students  the  maximum  of  services. 

If  bills  are  not  paid  promptly  the  student  may  be  discon- 
tinued until  payment  is  made. 

Students  whose  work  necessitates  the  use  of  chemical  or 
physical  laboratories  must  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  the  year. 
A  student  breaking  any  of  the  apparatus  in  either  laboratory 
will  be  required  to  pay  for  the  damage. 

The  cost  of  the  Normal  diploma  is  three  dollars  and  the 
Preparatory  certificate  is  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  that  of  the 
College  diploma  is  five  dollars. 

No  student  will  be  granted  either  a  certificate  or  a  diploma 
against  whom  there  are  unpaid  bills.

Additional 
amounts  intended  for  the  personal  use  of  the  student  should  be 
included  in  the  remittance.  Remittances  by  Post  Office  Money 
Order  are  preferred. 

THE  COLLEGE. 

The  College  offers  two  courses  of  study;  the  Classical  lead- 
ing to  the  A.B.  degree  and  the  Scientific  leading  to  the  B.S. 
degree. 

Either  of  these  courses  is  intended  to  give  those  who  faith- 
fully pursue  them  a  liberal  education.  The  aim  is  not  so  much 
to  give  professional  training  as  it  is  to  give  power  in  thought, 
correctness  in  judgment,  breadth  of  view,  standard  of  refine- 
ment and  establish  character. 

The  Scientific  Course  differs  from  the  Classical  mainly  in 
substituting  scientific  studies  and  modern  language  for  the 
Greek  and  some  of  the  Latin.  Thorough  laboratory  work  is 
required  in  connection  with  all  scientific  courses. 

ADMISSION  TO  COLLEGE. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  College  should  have  completed 
a  full  course  of  stud}/^  in  an  approved  secondary  school 
measured  by  the  common  standard  of  units.  This  means  that 
fifteen  units  of  work  are  required  for  full  admission  to  either 
course. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY  AND  DESCRIPTION  OF

the  figures  which  follow  the  subjects  named.  The  length  of  the 
period  is  sixty  minutes.

THE  ACADEMY. 

The  aim  of  this  school  is  the  preparation  of  students  for  ad- 
mission to  College.  The  course  extends  over  four  years.  In 
the  third  year  a  student  may  elect  those  studies  that  prepare 
for  admission  to  either  the  Classical  or  Scientific  Course  in 
College.  Students  expecting  to  take  the  Classical  Course  will 
begin  the  study  of  Greek  in  this  year  and  pursue  in  through  the 
fourth  year.  Those  expecting  to  take  the  Scientific  Course  will 
begin  the  study  of  either  French  or  Spanish,  pursuing  the  one 
chosen  through  the  fourth  year. 

ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Academy  must  have  com- 
pleted the  Elementary  School  at  Paine  College,  or  present  satis- 
factory evidence,  either  by  certificate  from  an  approved  ele- 
mentary school  or  by  examination,  that  the  required  work  has 
been  satisfactorily  done.

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NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  aim  of  this  school  is  the  training  of  teachers  for  both 
town  and  country.  Throughout  the  five  years  of  this  course 
there  is  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  institution  to  keep  about 
the  student  an  atmosphere  that  will  create  or  develop  within 
her  a  spirit  of  devotion  to  duty  and  sacrificial  service — that 
better  part  of  the  teacher's  equipment. 

Through  the  study  of  English,  Mathematics,  History,  and 
Geography  she  is  given  the  subject  matter  which  she  will  later 
teach.  By  means  of  a  knowledge  of  Agriculture,  General 
science,  Home  Economics,  Nature  Study  and  Community  Civics 
she  learns  to  make  home  life  attractive  and  rightly  to  relate 
herself  to  the  community  life. 

Through  Physical  Culture,  Athletics  and  a  knowledge  of 
Hygiene  she  builds  for  herself  the  strong  body  that  will  fitly 
house   the   developed   mind. 

Along  with  these  content  and  cultural  studies  from  year  to 
3^ear  the  normal  student  is  getting  professional  training.  The 
teaching  of  the  District  School  and  its  problems,  the  sympathe- 
tic study  of  Child  Life,  School  Room  Management,  the  History 
of  Education,  observation  and  actual  practice  in  the  school 
room  make  the  Normal  Curriculum. 

A  model  primary  department.  Grades  I. -HI.,  will  be  con- 
ducted. 

In  this  department  the  normal  students  will  observe  and, 
those  of  the  more  advanced  classes,  teach  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Teacher  of   Methods.

DIVINITY  SCHOOL. 

Paine  College  was  established  by  the  M.  E.  Church,  South, 
and  the  C.  M.  E.  Church,  to  train  preachers.  From  the  begin- 
ning  it   has   maintained   a   Theological   Department. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  this  department  must  be  reg- 
ularly licensed  to  preach,  and  mus.t  also  present  a  recommenda- 
tion from  the  Annual  Conference  to  which  they  belong,  or  from 
the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  church  in  which  they  hold 
membership.  Applicants  from  other  denominations  must  pie- 
sent   equivalent  endorsement. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  has 
provided  scholarships  for  as  many  as  forty  applicants  who,  in 
addition  to  the  above  requirements,  must  also,  on  due  exami- 
nation, be  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Scholarships.  No  ap- 
plicant should  come  expecting  a  scholarship  until  he  has  been 
notified  b}^  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department  or  Presi- 
dent of  the  College  that  his  application  has  been  accepted  and 
scholarship  granted. 

Applicants  to  whom  scholarships  are  not  awarded  may  be 
granted  the  rates  of  reduction  usual  in  the  case  of  ministerial 
students. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ENTRANCE  UPON  THE 
B.D.,  COURSE. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  must  have 
been   graduated   from   one   of  the    collegiate   courses   of   this   in- 
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stitution,  or  from  that  of  some  other  college  requiring  work 
equivalent  to  that  of  the  A.B.,  or  B.S.,  course  of  Paine  College. 
However,  credit  will  be  given  to  persons  of  exceptional  ability 
whose  previous  studies  have  gone  beyond  the  college  sophomore 
year,  and  who  upon  entrance  examinations  show  that  the}^  are 
prepared  to  do  such  extra  work  as  will,  in  the  allotted  time, 
carry  them  through  the  collegiate  studies  as  well  as  those  re- 
quired for  the  B.D.  degree.  In  such  cases  the  B.D.  dgree  will 
be  awarded  them   upon    their  completion   of  both   courses. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ENTRANCE  UPON  THE 
B.  Th.,  COURSE. 

Graduates  from  High  School,  Academy  and  Preparatory 
courses  such  as  are  set  forth  in  this  catalogue  will  be  permitted 
to  enter  upon  all  the  studies,  excepting  Greek  and  Hebrew,  of 
the  Theological  Course  herein  set  forth.  Upon  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  their  work  they  will  receive  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Theology. 

SPECIAL   CLASSES   IN   THEOLOGICAL  STUDIES. 

Very  often  persons  below  the  standard  requirements  for  en- 
trance upon  the  regular  work  in  Theology  are  appointed  by 
their  church  conferences  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  There  are 
also  other  persons  who  because  of  insufificient  literary  training 
cannot  enter  upon  either  of  the  regular  Theological  courses,  but 
who.  nevertheless,  desire  to  do  some  work  in  Theology. 
Privilege  is  given  to  both  these  classes  of  persons  to  pursue, 
in  connection  with  their  literary  work  in  the  other  departments 
of  the  College,  a  few  theological  studies,  such  as  Bible  History, 
Bible  Geography,  Study  of  the  Bible  by  Books,  Church  Dis- 
cipline, Church  Polity,  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons, 
and  Pastoral  Duties.  This  course  is,  however,  subordinated  to 
one's  literary  work  until  he  has  completed  the  second  year  of 
the  High  School.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  first  year  of  the 
High  School  the  student  may  enter  fully  upon  the  pursuance  of 
a  general  course  in  ministerial  training  in  which  the  literary 
work  is  subordinated  to  the  theological.  The  course  covers 
three  3'ears  of  consecutive  work  and  a  certificate  will  be  award- 
ed those  who  finish  it.  This  course  is,  however,  a  temporary 
arrangement  provided  to  meet  the  needs  of  elementary  students 
which  the  C.  M.  E.  Church  is  now  sending  us;  and  is  designated, 
ultimately,  to  work  into  the  B.  Th,  Course,  as  the  literary  re- 
quirements for  entering  it  will  advance  one  grade  each  year  in 
the  regular  order  of  curriculum  progression  in  the  academic  de- 
partment, until  the  full  course  in   the  academy  is   completed. 
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Pastors  who  feel  the  need  of  better  preparation  for  their 
work  will  find  these  special  theological  studies  very  helpful 
to  them.
